OIL AND GAS PRICES 


An automotive expert says the carbu- 


retor of ten years ago would not work if 
fed by the gasoline sold today and that 
it keeps his engineers humping to devise 
carburetor improvements to mqet the de- 
clining quality of gas. 
Every driver of 


a car knows as a matter of experience 
that gasoline, except for the fancy and 
higher priced brands, is decidedly infer- 
ior to that formerly provided. 


But in the meantime while the grade 


of gas has been falling off during the 
years of carburetor 
improvements the 


price has been increasing. 
The retail 


price 
of gasoline in Appleton today is 


24 3-10 cents a gallon. The price of the 
crude oil from which the gas is refined is 
$1.25 a barrel. 


When crude was at its peak in the 


boom—.$8.50 • per barrel—the price of 
gasoline was only 2 to 3 cents higher. In 
other words the cost of the, raw material 
has been cut nearly two-thirds while the 
price of the finished product has been 
cut only one-fourteenth.

Certain individuals may 
digest goat's milk more easily than cow's milk. 


SyphilUs Is Curable. 


Is syphilis curable? If so, how long does it take? 


—(Mrs. A. A. B.) 


Answer—Yes. From two to 70 years. Once syp- 


hilitic always syphilitic potentially, in my judg- 
ment. That is to say, I believe syphilis, like tuber 
culosis, becomes "arrested" under treatment, but 
notwithstanding the nature of the treatment or the 
results of Wassermann tests, the latent infection re- 
mains thoughout life and may again manifest it 
self at some future time if the individual lives 
under poor hygienic conditions.

GERMAN'LANGUAGE.

WIENER JOURNAL declares-. 


"Germany's defeat and especially 


the loss of her Coloniej has been a 
great blow to the world standard of 
the German lenguage. 
The world 


standard of a language depends first 
of all on the political position of the 
mother country. 
The economic and 


technical side only come into con- 
sideration afterwards. France is the 
best example of this. 
French, as 


remains of a former period, is to- 
day the official diplomatic language, 
although it is spoken nowhere by the 
masses, outside of France and its 
neighboring districts. The fact that 
French is ' learned a great deal In 
Roumania, Turkey, and lately in Slav 
countries is mere because it is the 
jairuoj eqi jo ©enBoaq PUB uoiqsej 
world value of French, 


"It is quite different with the Eng- 


lish language, English colonies ex- 
tending over the whole world. Cana- 
da, North America.—-a.$ former Eng- 
lish Colony—South Africa, Asia and 
Australia are proofs of the political 
power of the English speaking na- 
tions, and oblige millions of people 
to know English. It is all the more 
remarkable that it is possible to get 
on almost as well with German, and 
there is no doubt about it that German 
would have become the most serious 
rival of English if the world war had 
not ;upset all its calculations. 


"The development of German as a 


world language is extremely inter- 
esting and shows how Germany would 
have been able with the great organ- 
ization talent and ' gift for coloniza- 
tion of her inhabitants, to encircle 
the whole globe with her influence. 
According to English statistics in the 
year 1801, 30,005,000 people in Eu- 
rope spoke German, 30,155,000 French, 
and only 14,540,000 English. 
In the 


United States the relations were as 
follows: German 280,000, French 230,- 
000, English 
5,250,000. Other parts: 


German 35,000, French 1,065,000. Eng- 
lish 730,000. 
Total. German 30,320,- 


000, French 31,450,000. English 20,- 
520,000. 
"A curious incident took place re- 


cently in a Bohemian railway car- 
riage. A man from Prague was speak- 
Czech with the ticket collector. An- 
other man asked him something in 
French which the man from Prague 
did not understand and asked if his 
traveling companion perhaps under- 
stood German. 
'It is curious' an- 


swered the other, 'I am a French 
officer, and you are a. Czech, and in 
Czecho Slovakia we have to speak 
German to understand each other.' 


"The recent Copenhagen Church 


Congress was enlightening. 
The do- 


minant language there was English. 
But the Czech representative spoke 
German when his English was not 
understood, the Serb and Roumanian 
spoke English, the Dane English, the 
Dutchman 
alternatively 
English, 


French and German, the Hungarian 
English, the Japanese English, the 
Lette German, the Norwegian. Nor- 
wegian and German, the Finn English 
and German, the Greek German, the 
Pole German and English. The Aus- 
trian representative (a professor of 
theology) was comical, he understood 
English, but was not understood. An 
Englishman gazed at him with aston- 
ishment and asked his neighbor what 
language the man was speaking. The 
answer was: 
'He is speaking Aus- 


trian' ." 


FEW BRITISH RAIL ACCIDENTS 


London—The issue of the returns of 


accidents and casualties on railways 
in Great Britain and Ireland for the 
last year and the report of the Auto- 
matic Train Control Committee has 
served as a reminder of the extent to 
which the risk of the railway pas- 
sengers to fatal or other accidents 
has been reduced during recent years 
according to the Times. 


Last year, excluding season-tickets, 


1,217,687,000 travelers were carried in 
passenger trains in this country. Of 
these only eighteen were killed 
in 


accidents to trains, and seventy-one 
from other accidents connected with 
the running of the trains or the move- 
ment of the railway vehicles. It is 
difficult to make a tair comparison 
with other modes of travel, but care- 
fully-compiled statistics indicate that 
whereas the death-rate from accidents 
to passenger trains was 0.10 per mil- 
ion passengers for a period of ten 
years ended 1914. the rate for passen- 
gers at sea was 1.5 per million. Even 
when an attempt is made to introduce 
th*> time factor to compensate for the 
fact that the average duration of a sea 
journey is much longer than that of 
a journey by rail it would appear that 
whereas on railways for a selected 
year the death-rate per jmillion pas- 
senger-hours came out at~0.10, the sea 
passenger rate was as high as 0.3 
when calculated on the same basis.

A STREAM SCRAPPER 


Looking back over the entire deck 


of the fishing game and 
lecalling 


many pleasant 
days 
on lake and 


stream with the different game fight- 
ers that h\e in the watery recesses of 
the undertakes and river beds, I feel 
like passing the blue nbbon to the 
small mouth bass fly fishing on the 
running streams as 
the 
snappiest 


sport m the whole layout. For real 
fishing, a day on a stream with these 
little bronze, redeyed scrappers is a 
bit of sport to be remembered. And 
going after him with a fly with its 
single hook gives him a cnance to 
make full use of his combative pow- 
er to give you a saucy kick of the tail 
as a farewell salute as he makes his 
getaway. 


To tell an old scout of the fly tossing 


brigade what weight and length of 
fly rod to use is foolhardy, he has his 
own pet weights and to these he 
sticks; but for the beginner at the 
sport a split bamboo of, say, nine and 
a half feet and a weight of five or 
six ounces is right and will prove ef- 
fective for small-mouth bass fishing 
This weight rod will be good for all 
around use and in the fast streams 
there are many times when the sheer 
strength of bamboo and line must be 
relied upon, although in wading the 
slower streams no fly rod seems too 
light, as you have more time to fight 
the fish, and taking your time, giving 
the rod a chance to wear down the 
bronze backer with its pressure, will 
eventually bring your fish to net after 
a wonderful fight. 


An interesting fact in the fight of 


the militant small-mouth is that he 
has a habit of selecting his own fight- 
ing waters, and he will make for them 
regardless of the chances he runs He 
may decide to fight it out in the swift- 
est part of the stream or, after wal- 
loping the fly, he sometimes makes a 
drive for the bottom, there to rub the 
stinging 
feathery 
hook 
from 
his 


mouth. 
Unable to reach the safety 


refuge of the snags and rocks on the 
bottom that he knows so well, he will 
speedily change his tactics for the 
swifter current, making frantic leaps 
into the air on the slighest indication 
of a bit of slack in the line and then 
lying across the stream, take advan 
tage of the flow of the stream against 
his curved back. He's playing a game 
to his liking and you have your work 
cut out for you before you land him.

few years according to Mr. Barber . 


A temporary order has been issued 


by the 
commission, after hearing, 


closing the season on muskrats and 
racoons for the present year 
Time of 


the ban will probably be extended by 
:he legislators when the situation con 
fronting the commission is explained 
to them, Mr Barber believes. 


FEW RATS LEFT 


His department has prepared infor- 


mation which shows that in 1917 near- 
ly 800,000 muskrats were trapped in 
Wisconsin by less than 30,000 trap- 
pers, while m 1921 with 38.000 trap- 
pers only 300,000 rats were taken, and 
this after a closed season of one year. 
Mr. Barber is of the opinion that not 
more than 200,000 muskrats remain 
in the state and that their extermin- 
ation would follow another trapping 
season. 
Not only is the 
existence of the 


muskrat family in Wisconsin at stake, 
but fish life as well is affected, the 
conservation commission says.-These 
water amrmls, according to its find- 
ings, keep the lakes of the state open 
during the winter months to permit 
air to reach the water. Continued cir

ter in Lloyd George's cabinet. 


OUTGROWTH OF MURDERS 


' The debate, which has shook all 
England, is the outgrowth of two par- 
ticularly gruesome murders. 


Lady White", a gentlewoman, was 


found last March dead in bed in a 
hotel, her head battered. At the same 
time,' Olive Young, music-hall favor- 
ite, was found slain in her room. 


The White killing was fastened on 


• Henry Jacoby, 18, pantry boy. Jacoby, 
.evidence disclosed, was surprised in 
rifling Lady White's possessions and 
he killed to make sure his flight. 


Ronald True, former aviator con 


nected with the aristocracy, was ac 
cused of the Olive White killing. The 
killing, evidence showed, was delib- 


kerately planned with a view to rob 
•bing the music-hall girl of her jewels. 
• 
Thus, in the White case, a youth 
At no standing stood charged with 
Hlaymg a member of the aristocracy. 
^"While in the Young case, a member 
i of the aristocracy was charged with 
killing a music-hall "nobody." 


The trials of both were speedy. The 


jury found Jacoby guilty, but recom 
mended mercy. 


Much money was spent to marshal 


medical evidence as to True's insan- 
ity. The jury didn't believe him in- 
sane, found him guilty and made no 
mercy recommendation. 


SENTENCED TO DEATH 


In both cases the death sentence 


was imposed. In both there was an 
appeal to the highest court and the 
appeal was dismissed. 


Attorneys for Jacoby claim they 


sought in vain an audience with 
Shortt to discuss the jury's recom- 
mendation. Petitions were signed by 
many asking for commutation of the 
sentence to life imprisonment. 


But the youth was hanged 
Two days later, it was quietly an 


nounced a secret medical examination 
had been made o£ True and the ex- 
perts agreed he was insane. He was 
reprieved and committed to IJroaa 
"hio6r"Prison for~the Criminal Insane. 


SHORTT ATTACKED 


Immediately all guns were trained

Wakerly, English morals are appar- 
ently quite as bad as American mor- 
als. 


"Human life by many is held very 


cheaply", was his indictment. "There 
is scarce a day when you do not open 
your paper upon some sordid story of 
the slaughter of some innocent. 


"The standard of morals between 


the sexes in many places is very low. 
The eacredness of the marriage re- 
lationship is openly pooh-poohed; lust 
tramples truth, intengrity. and dom- 
estic happiness beneath its feet. 


''You have incvreased the number 


of your judges in the courts which 
deal with domestic tragedy because of 
the number of people who have sought 
relief in that direction. 
When you 


have done that, you have only touched 
th» fringe of the evil. 
.Tour cities have no monopoly of

because your villages are picturesque- 
ly placed they are therefore homes of 
deep spirituality. 
Alas! it is not so. 


"You have frequently in what you 


think your fair village life a low moral 
sense, which is indicated by an un- 
worthy estimate of womanhood. 


•"We have been reminded in the last 


few, weeks that materialism is trbly 
bankrupt in philosophy, in the natur- 
al sciences, and in practical life, and 
that the only alternatives are a con- 
tinuance of the present chaos till it 
ends In a crash, or a return to a spir- 
itual view of the universe."
